THE EARLIEST BAS RELIEF. 


Figure Unearthed at Lausel!l Shows 
Female of the Stone Age.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—A discovery of 
importance, which is recognized be- 
| yond ‘academic circles; is announced 
| in the Academy descriptions by Ca- 
| mille Julian, Professor of the College 
|of France, who gave an account of the 
| unearthing in Dierdogne of the earliest 
|known representation of the human 
form. 

The find is described by the lecturer 
as the most important in the past fifty 
years. It is due to Dr. Labaune, who 
for some time past has been excavating 
the grottos at Lausell, where a num- 
ber of important remains have come 
to light. 

Their age is at least 20,000 years. 
The work is a bas relief of a woman, 
about 18 inches high. The figure is 
undraped and evidently portrays a 
female of the early Stone Age. It is 
far.from beautiful according to mbdd- 
ern taste, having stumpy legs and 
thick set form, though the feet and 
hands are extremely small. The fig- 
ure most closely: corresponds to the 
Hottentot' type: Scientific opinién ‘is 
that the. bas-relief belongs to the 
Aurignalian epoch, between the ages of 
the mammoth and the reindeer, at a pe- 
riod, when sharpened flints were the 
tools and weapons. Popular interest 
has been aroused by the discovery, and 
the figure is generally described as the 
Venus of Lausell.

Every 
day sees some whose wounds fester 
and rot from neglect; whose bodies are 
consumed with horrible diseases be- 
cause they have'no drugs or medicine.

MILITIA WILL REPORT EARLY 


Big Parade Is. Planned and Large 
Force Will Be’ on ‘Hand to 
Prevent Violence. 


LAWRENCE, Mass. Jan. 28.—Labor 
leaders in charge of the strike of nearly 
20,000 operatives in the éotton and woolen 
mills of this city were active to-day or- 
ganizing ,their foHowers in an effort to 
keep them from returning to work to- 
morrow, which, it_is conceded by both 
sides, is likély to be the critical day of 
the two weeks’ strike. 

Many operatives are beginning to feel 
the pinch of hunger, and the severe cold 
which has gripped the city almost every 
day since the trouble began has added to 
their suffering, so that toward the latter 
part of, last week there were desertions 
from the ranks of the strikers. The de- 
sertions became still more numerous Sat- 
urday, although there was‘a half-holiday 
in the mills. ° 

At four mass meetings to-day and at 
three more to-night the strike leaders de- 
voted their time to urging their followers 
to remain firm. 

The largest meeting was held in City 
Hall unger the auspices of a Socialist 
club and the principal speaker was J. J. 
Ettor of the Industrial orkers. During 
his remarks, Ettor said: 

“The other side is sending agents: and 
spies into the homes of the strikers, tell- 
ing them that the strike is over. They 
are smooth gentlemen. Take one of them 
and throw him down stairs. Since you 
have quit being mules and the object of 
the whip of the agents they have to make 
g00d by getting you to go back to work. 

“The strike is not settled. I am not 
giving away any plans, but this town will 
‘not be very happy in two days from now. 
There will be no- dynamite used, but 
something is going to happen. Nobody 
will be killed. . 

“If the mill men intend to use the wolf 
of hunger as an argument, it may break 
the limitations of men, women, and child- 
ren, and destroy lives. It may be neces- 
Sary that they go back to work in the 
mills, but we will cripple their machinery. 
God pity their looms. God pity their 
ee They won't be able to make any 
suits. . 

“They will need 5,000,000 militiamen to 
keep track of our pickets. We may use 
dynamite that has been planted, the dyna- 
mite of class solidarity, the fuse of work- 
ing class rebellion. We are going to do 
nothing to-morrow. We are going to put 
our hands in our pockets and keep them 
there.”’ 

In anticipation of possible trouble. to- 
morrow morning when the mill gates open 
the police and militia have been ordered 
to.report for duty at 5 o'clock. The 
strikers have planned a big parade as a 
demionstration, and while the leaders 
have counseled against violence a large 
force of police and militia” will be on 
hand to prevent clashes between the op- 
eratives going to work and those remain- 
ing out. bs ‘ 

Under BEttor’s. leadership. the .strikers 
will assemble on Common Street and 
march through the city as far as the Ar- 
lington Mills, hoping in this way to at- 
tract would-be workers to their ranks. 

Four new companies,of militia, compris- 
ing the Third Battalion of the Bighth 
Regiment, arrived here to-day, and seven 
companies which have been on duty here 
for about two weeks were dismissed.

EXPRESS RATE HEARING. 


It Wilt Be Resumed To-day Before 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 


The express companies will have an op- 
portunity to put in their defense to the 
charges brought egainst them by the 
Merchants’ Association, the ~ Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and 122 other 
commercial bodies when the investiga- 
tion which has been conducted by Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioner Franklin 
Lane reopens to-day in the hall of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, 64 Lafayette 
Street. 

The commercial organizations have 
charged the companies with exacting ex- 
tortionate rates and with being guilty of 
unjust and unreasonable practices. A 
the hearings in November there was in- 
troduced a mass of evidence purporting 
to show that rates were unnecessarily 
high,. that business was delayed by the 
practice of express companies in for- 

warding goods roundabout routes un- 
der terms of agreement between them- 
<a and other “ unreasonable’ prac- 

ces 

At the close of those hearings Commis- 
sioner Lane submitted to the companies 
a number of questions bearing upon their 
business, Thirty-four questions which 
they @re expected to answer deal with 
the business in general, snetoding., money 
orders and travelers’ checks. 'wenty- 
five relate to rules under freight classi- 
fications. 

“What should be the basis of return 
‘for express service—on investment or as 
messenger?"’ will be one of the first 
questions answered in Commissioner 
Lane’s effort to find out how a “ reason- 
able return” can be established.

car mile for express matter? is another 
question which will aid those who are 
trying..to fix a basis for computing rea- 
sonable express rates.

Many Fur: Overcoats and Large 
Quantities of Silverware. - 


Since Christmas. thieves have stolen 
$100,000. worth of jewelry in this city, 
according to. the police lists /left from 
day to day at the various pawnshops. 
Most of the thefts were made during the 
holidays, when many city homes. were 


thefts not regularly reported by the po- 
lice the amount of loss for this month will 
probably reach $200,000. 

The lists show a great falling off in 
thefts of silverware and heavy miscel- 
laneous articles noted during the Summer 
months. Next in prominence to the jewel- 
ry thefts are those of clothing, particu- 
larly fur coats. Then come stolen} ca 
watches, which, during the warmer 
months, usually head the lists. This is 


¢ an indication, according to pawnbrokers, 


that pickpockets can work less cunningly 
during the season of overcoats and. heavy 
garments. 

The largest ‘individual jewelry haul 
noted on-the. green lists took place the 
day. after Christmas, when some one 
whose -{nitials are “L. G,” suffered a 
loss of over $5,000. Among the. things 
stolen were seven lady’s diamond rings, 
all of Tiffany setting, the smallest one 
containing a one-carat diamond and the 
largest a two-and-three-quarter-carat 
stone.

NEEDS MORE PRIVATE WARDS 


Hospital Shows a 78 Per. Cent. In- 
crease for 1911 In the Number 
of. Dispensary Cases. 


“The new building of the Mount Sinai 
Hospital, which has been planned since 
April, 1910, when Adolph Lewisohn an- 


nounced his gift of $130,000 for a patho- M 


logical laboratory, is to be begun very 
socn, according to the report of George 
Blumenthal, President of the . Directors 
of the hospitaj, read yesterday morning 
at the annual meeting. xf 

The hospital now owns fifteen lots di- 
rectly across 100th Street from the’ pres- 
ent Administrative Building, and. has 
closed negotiations for two or three more, 
giving a’ large building space between 
Ninety-ninth and-i00th Streets and Fifth 
Avenue, The new building will face 
Ninety-ninth Street, and is intended to 
relieve the great pressure on the patho- 
logical department in its present quartérs. 

“The examinations made,” said the 
President's report, “have increased so 
rapidly that our present quarters are 
barely adequate for the work. There are 
how nineteen assistants and two techni- 
cel workers under the direction of the 
pathologist.”’ 

=n the last year the hospital added two 
lots to its holdings at a cost of $55,000, 
After the completion of the new building 
ali funerals, says the report, will be held 
from Ninety-ninth Street. 

The department most crowded is the 
private hospital, ‘whére the number of 
patients admitted last year was 391 and 
in the private pavilion 997. A private 
hospital twice the size is needed, the au- 
thorities say, but there is no intention 
at present devoting any of the re- 
sources of the hospital to that work. The 
efforts of the hospital will be directed 
toward enlarging the facilities for help- 
ing those who are unable to look out for 
themselves. 


One New Director Elected. 


The Directors chosen yesterday were all 
né-elected from the former board with the 
exception of one new name, Louis J.

In ore breath 
he complains that the trusts have been 
aple to beat the rules of the game laid 
down ,in words of 6ne and two sylia- 
bles, and in the next breath he proposes 
to’ amend the rules in a manner of 
steat elaboration. The prophets of 
this»new dispensation propose to re- 
verse all experience that the better 
way is to assume that a’man is inno- 
cent yntil proved guilty, and may law- 
fully do what he js not forbidden to do. 
The tyranny of the trusts is liberty it- 
self compared: with the placing of such 
shackles on trade and enterprise. Still, 
that objection might be overlooked if 
the results: could be such gs those 
aimed at, but there are signs, enough 
that the trusts which have complied 
with the anti-trust law would have less 
difficulty in complying with the law in 
manner to suit themselves in: propor- 
tion as it is made more elaborate. 

The one method both to make the law 
efficient and to silence complaints that 
it is too efficient is to intrust its en- 
forcement to a jury. A defendant who 
might rightly complain that he could 
not’ be expected to conform his conduct 
to the conscience of a Judge in equity 
could not be heard to complain of the 
necessity of conforming to the verdict 
of a jury of business men. All men of 
business incur the risk of defending 


}their conduct before a jury of their 


peers, and it is no defense that they 
could not anticipate what the verdict 
would be upon any given state of af- 
fairs. The unwritten law is more 
searching and efficient than any rules 
of conduct which can be written, and 
yet its application is no hardship to 
those whose conduct is such that a jury 
will approve it. There is no way to 
escape the verdict of a jury except not 
to be guilty of conduct which a jury 
would find crime’ under the law. In 
the same week that Mr. BRANDEIS de- 
clared that the anti-trust law was a 
failure in this respect a court declared 
in the Bathtub Trust case that it was 
not a failure. Judge ANGELL, denying 
the defendants’ motion to quash the in- 
dictment, declared that the rule of rea- 
son was clear and precise enough to 
make the defendants responsible to a 
jury.. The commén law rule “ does not 
“leave a citizen without any standard 
“by which in: advance of a verdict or 
“decree he may determine whether his 
“action will amount to feasonable re- 
“straint of trade.” 

This fs the first judicial declaration 
since the ‘“ rule-of-reason’’ decision 
that the anti-trust law is efficient in 
its’ criminal. clauses. It is a better 
amendment of thé law than the ones 
proposed by Mr. BRAND#Is and Mr. LA 
FoLLeTTS. When the law has broken 
down it will be time enough to amend 
it in the respects wherein it may prove 
defective. At a time when it is prov- 
ing its efficiency the thing to do is to 
enforce it and to let well alone. It has 
ceased to be a thing of general terror, 
and has also shown more teeth than 
ever for those who ought to fee] its 
bite. 


MR. HAMMERSTEIN’S PREDICA- 
MENT. 

Everybody who knows Mr. HaMMER- 
STEIN will hope that he may lay by 
enough money to support him and his 
dependents in the evening of hig life. 
If his London opera scheme proves 
unprofitable, as now seems likely, we 
hope he may soon withdraw from it 
and invest his money and exert his 
tremendous energies in a field less 
thankless. It-matters not that in build- 
ing a splendid new opera house on the 
Kingsway; equipping it, and opening 
it in a noteworthy way, Mr. Hammer- 
STEIN wegs doing: precisely what any 
person with eéxperience in. opera 
management, or conversant with its 
history, could have told him would lead 
to pecuniary disaster. As many such 
persons as’ could get his ear did tell 
him that. But men of the Hammer- 
stein type never listen to gratuitous 
advice, rarely reason by analogy, and 
have a contempt for precedents.

ment. 
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ASKING SYMPATHY FOR LABOR. 

Mr. Harwoop, who esteems it a 
doubtful compliment. to be identified 
as one who was acquitted of the charge 
of murdering the Governor of Colorado, 
has been assisting the Lawrence strik- 
ers. His contribution was to suggest 
that in this kind of weather the strik- 
ers had it in their power to stop the 
supplies of ‘coal, so that there would 
be no steam for thoge willing to work, 
nor for many thousands of persons in 
no relation to the strike. During the 
proceedings which resulted in a.large 
majority for a national coal strike in 
England the other day the leaders of 
the. strikers blandly declared that sub- 
mission by the employers would avert 
the: necessity of converting the British 
Navy into idle hilks, incapable even 
of self-defense. When last and not so 
long ago there was a large French 
strike the amiable patriots proposed to 
starve Paris rather than to lose their 
strike. j 

These are incidents of thesort which 
leaves the general public so cool un- 
der the contention of the trades-union- 
ists that laborers are enemies to their 
class ‘when they refuse to join the ranks 
of the strikers. Addressing the annual 
meeting of the British Labor Party 
on Wednesday Ben TURNER said the 
past year of industrial unrest had re- 
dounded to the advantage of labor. It 
has been a glorious year. The working- 
men have secured shorter hours, high- 
er pay, and better regulations. There- 
fore the Labor Party should’ be made 
the dominant political party in the 
State. In like manner Mr. MiTcHELL, 
speaking in a pulpit in this city, ap- 
pealed for general support of the 
trades-unions in their struggle for the 
rights of free speech and trial by jury. 
Mr. MitroHEe.u did not tarry to explain 
how trades-unionists alone are deprived 
of those rights, but painted a glowing 
picture of what the unions are doing 
for the weak and helpless. Neither did 
Mr. MiTcHet, defend the means ‘by 
which those weak and ‘helpless wage- 
earners t@ke the bread out of the mouths 
of others more weak and helpless, and 
under no suspicion of pursuing their 
benevolent aims by dynamite and boy- 
cott. 

If labor truly were weak and §help- 
less it were easier to sympathize with 
it. It is the plein truth that there is 
no labor movement of large dimensions 
which is not associated with indefensi- 
ble methods. If the conditions are such 
when the acts done in behalf of unions, 
although not formally by unions). are 
kept in check by: sdldiers: in every 
country, what, it may be asked, would 
be the conditions if the unions ‘were 
the dominant political party, ad TURNER 
and MITCHELL would have them? If it 
is necessary in self-defensé ‘that the 
community shall rally against the 
unions, who. is responsible? And why

The pathos is due to the fact that our 
dear cousins have been supplied, by their 
obliging correspondents and representa~ 
tives in this country,.not with the truth, 
but with imaginative stories ingeniously 
calculated to harmonize with British {Ilu- 
sions and prejudices, and it is on this 
material that the London editors have 
based their mock-sorrowful conclusions 
as to our inconsistency_as democrats, our 
snobbishness, and our excitement: 

Naturally, thelr premises being all 
wrong, the editors have reached conclu- 
sions of the ‘wildest absurdity. They have 
believed what they wanted to believe, 
and nobody, probably, could make them 
believe now, though there Is not the 
slightest excuse for doubt on the subject, 
that the Duke, while here, was the ob- 
ject, so far ag an enormous majority of 
the people was concerned, of nothing ex- 
cept a mild curiosity, somewhat tinged with 
kindly amusement.

As a matter of fact, 
to “get on” in the country requires that 
a man should’ know something of many 
trades and havé a general ‘‘ handiness” 
that is very rare among city -workers. 
The latter are so highly specialized that, 
if deprived of employment in one: par- 
ticular industry, or in one branéh of an 
industry, they remain idle/till they can 
get. it again. 

The carpenter is a carpenter and noth- 
ing elsé;, the ironworker never lays 
bricks, and there is.no alternation from 
the shoe factory to that where one or 
another kind: of séwing is done, The 
farmer and his hired man are forced to 
be more versatile. That takes brains. 
The worker who earns living wages by 
feeding bits of steel into.a machine all 
day long might not be able to earn even 
bis salt if the day’s work included ac- 
tivities connected with Half a dozen 
trades. 

The savage, too, being without “ educa- 
tion,” is‘ often considered stupid, yet he 
could not live a week if he were not 
efficient as a soldier, a hunter, a house 
builder, and as a practitioner of some- 
thing like a score of the industrial arts. 
Whatever he cannot do for himself re- 
mains undone, while the man in civiliza- 
tion, though next door to an imbecile, 
will escape starvation if he can do fairly. 
well any one taing. 

Country bdéys who succeed in the city 
are innumerable; city boys who succeed 
in the country are rare.

As the statement published in your tssue of 
the 25th inst. by the Rev. A. J. McKelway, 
that .I am a discharged employe of the Bureau 
ot Labor, and the charges I now bring against 
the bureau were twice investigated by the De- 
partmént of Commerce and Labor and found to 
be utterly without foupdation, amounts to a 
defamation of my character, I must ask for 
space to refute the same.

The potentialities 
for peace that would result from’ these 
jJast named privileges are obvious,  espe- 
cially, at times when war is in the air.

To be: deemed 
worthy of election or appointment to it 
should in time beco the very greatest 
of ‘all honors, outranking all other orders 
whatsoever. 

We should. thus have an institution to 
which every government could appoint 
as many members as it might see fit; an 
institution at whoge meetings the best 
qualified men of the various nations 
would come together, with perhaps as 
much prestige and far less formality than 
at The Hague, and an institution which,

Enesco’s Symphony and Hadiey’s “Cul-. 


: prit Fay” Played. 


Mr. Walter Damroscn repeated at the 
concert of the New York Symphony Or- 
chestra yesterday afternoon the sym- 
phony of Georges Enesco, the young Rou- 
manian composer, that he gave for the 
first time last season. Mr. Enesco cannot 
complain that he has not fad a pro 
hearing for his orchestral compositions 
in New York. The suite, Op. 9, that Mr. 
Mahler played for the first time here last 
season, was repeated, also, a fortnight 
ago, by the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 
Two hearings are better than one for the 
enjoyment of a new composition with any 
pretensions to seriousness and originality, 
and Mr. Hinesco’s symphoriy has preten- 
sions to both. .It is assuredly a better 
composition than the suite, and samdures 
the trial of a second perfermance more 
successfully, 

Mr. Wofrem Zimbalist was th 
being his first appearance he 
recitals ¢arly in the season. 
heard a with great pleasure, and es- 

ecially because, almost for the first time, 
Be ventured upon the performance of one 
of the greatest masterpieces, that is, put 
his powers as an artist to the highest, test. 
This was Beethoven's violin concerto. His 
wonderful tone, his gy and artistic 
poise served him well in the playing of 
this composition; but there was more in it 
than this, and more than the merely tech- 
nical acquirements that Mr. Zimbalist has 
so amply exhibited, There was a pure 
and noble sincerity and a feeling for the 
significance of the music that lies below 
the surface, that in the slow movement 
reached jtrue eloquence. It was a per- 
formance that confirmed the artistic 
standing of this admirable young violin-, 
ist. 

Another orchestral number was Henry 
Hadley’s onchestral rhapsody, based on 
Joseph Rodman Drake’s poem, ‘' The Cul- 
prit Fay.” This was also played for the 
second time in New York, havi been 
first made known by the Philharmonic 
Society last Winter. Mr. Hadley’s skill 
and fine feeling for orchestral effects, es- 
pecially these of aerial and fairylike 
character; are prominently displayed in 
this composition. The music is pretty and 
diverting, but its substance ig ee, 
rather thin; and if this is necessarily 
because of the character of the subject it 
is illustrating, the listener at length 
gins to wish for something more substan- 
tial. The audience at this concert was 
large and was very enthusiastic about Mr. 
Zimbalist’s performance.

The failure nt ¢ so many $2 plays, dra- 
matic and musical, is one reason 50 many 
legitimate actors and actresses hdve gone 
‘into vaydeville lately, in the Opinion of 
Percy G. Williams, vaudeville manager.

The high-class variety pro- 
gramme is no longer considered complete

“* While the big salaries paid in vaude- 
ville offer the first inducement to ‘*le- 
gitimate ’splayers, once they have solved 
the secret of giving satisfaction to vaude- 
ville audiences, they find their labors in 
the interest of art. far more congenial 
than in the higher branches of the the- 
atrical world. Their seasons are longer, 
with most of the trie» and tribulations 
of starring eliminated. They do not have 
tO spend weeks and weeks at, rehearsal 
without remuneration jo find, possibly, 
that the vehicle is upsuited, and then 
have to drop the piece and rehearse an- 
other with the result ever in doubt until 
it is submitted; to the public. 

“While it.js true that the actors have 
to work twice a day in vaudeville, it is 
also true that each performance averages 
but: twenty minutes, whereas in a play 
they are more cr less in evidence during 
the entire evening or afternoon. In vaude, 
ville they do not have to suffer the dis- 
comforts of the one-night stand, with iis 
inferior hotel and worse theatre and dress- 
ing rooms. On the contrary they remain 
at least a week in each city, and usually 
play in the f:nest and best appointed play- 

ouses in the country. 


Don’t Havt to Worry About Salaries.

“ Also, in vaudeville, the actors do not 
have to worry about the size of the audi- 
er.ce, or whether salaries will be; paid on 
schedule tine.

The cage was put 
up against the door of their new quarters, 
and the men started work getting the 
front, off, 80 as.to give the animals an en- 
trance to the larger cage. The two ani- 
mals at once began to take a most he! 
nounced interest in the pEncesdingt. me 
after time they thrust their‘ bultdes 
mouths against the openings of the box 
in the effort to get at the men who were 
working outside. They went on like mad, 
and it was their efforts to attack the 
men that finally burst open the front of 
their cage wiien it was least expected. 

Snyder, in order to assist, was working 
directly in front of the box, and within 
the entrance to the cage. He had intend- 
ed to help loosen up’ the front, and get 
back out of the way as the men made the 
last effort and liberated the animals. 
There camea bang as the two animals in- 
side charged against the loosened front 
of the cage. 

*“Look out,’”’ shouted one of the men, 
and as he weia it the frént gave way and 
the two animals darted past Snyder and 
into their new quarters. There was no 
time for Snyder to e&cape, and he was 
caught like an animal trainer in the cage 
with his charges. The keepers rushed to 
the. bars to protect him, while others 
dragged away the box in ‘which the ani- 
mals arrived, and which was blocking the 
entrance. 

Tasmanian devils are said to be cow- 
ardly, and thé pair proved to be decidedly 
craven. Instead of attacking the man, 
they crouched, snarling, in one corner, ap- 
parently as much surprised to find the 
man there as he was at his own position. 
He coolly walked Ni seg and the door 
was slammed: shut behind him. 

The Tasmanian wolf was an entirely dif- 
ferent sort—a good sort, in fact.

Six young bears were added to the pop- 
ulation of the bear pits last week, but 
their careers were short. Their mothers, 
a grizzly and an American brown bear 
disposed of them during the absence o 
the keepers. Contrary to general expecta- 
tion, Syrina, the Syrian bear, whose cub 
was born a week ago, is not only —_ 
ing her offspring from the other hungry- 
looking. occupants of the quarter, but she 
is showing a niother love, which has sur- 
prised the keepers. 

A bed of straw has been made for Her 
wad her young one in a corner of the in- 
closure, and there she spends all her time 
taking care of it. She resents the atten- 
tions of the other bears, and so formi- 
dable is she that the bruins have kept at 
a safe distance, though they ever’ circle 
about, looking very nung: 

“Heaven help the little bear if the 
mother gets hungry!’’ said the keeper 
yesterday, as he tossed her a piece of 
meat.

Democrats to Decide Whether or Not 
to Hold an Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Intense inter- 
est continues here not only in the pro- 
posed investigation by the House of the 
aHeged. Money Trust, but also as to the 
manner in which the proposed investiga- 
tion shall be held. The whole matter will 


be thrashed:out-at'a Democratic caucus 
to-morrow. 

Chairman’ Henry: of the Rules Commit=| 
teé ‘favors investigation by a select com- 
mittee like the spectacular Steel Commit- 
tee, headed by Mr. Stanley. The mor

favor an‘ investigation, if at all,. by the 
standing Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. This situation adds interest to a 
statement to-day by Representative Kin-- 
dred of New York, a Democratic member 
of this committee, a ing for taking the 
subject’ away from his own committee 
and giving it to a co nee named for 
this purpose alone. Kindred, whose 
statement is cnuitieced a reply to Martin 
W. Littleton’s argument against-the in- 
vestigation, says, in part: 

“There is conyincing evidence, both 
from common Knowledge and as a result 
of recent testimony of witnesses‘ before 
the Committee on Rules, to support the 
public impression that there really exists 
in this country what is to all intents 
and purposes' a Money Trust. . It does” 
not require an expert knowledge of fi- 
Pnancial -matters:\and developments .for 
the past ten yéars to see and understand 
that during that period and at the pres- 
ent time comparatively few institutions 
with their widely ‘scattered allies, con- 
trolled by about a dozen men in New York 

ity, have concentrated at least 75: per 
cent. of all the bank and trust company 
gr ay in that city, the financial cen- 
tre of America and of the world.” 

As an illustration of this tendency . Mr. 
Kindred poirfts to he National Citv 
Company in New York as a‘subsidiary or 

holding corporation of the great Na- 
tional City Bank of that city with the 
avowed specific purpose of holding and 
thus controlling stocks in as many Na- 
tional banks throughout the country as 
possible.’’ 


BUREAUS TO AID MERCHANTS. 


Scheme Formulated by Henry R. 
Towne to be Tried Out. 


After a careful consideration of what 
other business organizations are doing in 
such cities as Chicago, Buffalo, Boston, 
Cleveland, and Detroit, the Merchants’ 
Association has formulated a plan which 
it hopes to carry out this year for the best 
interests of the city. It was laid :-before 
eighty business men by Henry R. Towne, 
President of the association, at a dinner 
recently at the Lotos Club, and they 
heartily approved it. 
It is proposed to add five bureaus to the 
association, to deal with traffic, industrial 
development, conventions, foreign trade, 
and publicity. The Traffic Rureau will 
be conducted by a railroad man of expe- 
rience, who will take up the matter of 
freight rates which discriminate against 
New York, and will advise individual 
shippers as to rates and claims. The 
work of the Industrial Development Bu- 
reau will be to promote transit facilities 
throughout the city and to attract new 
industries. The Convention Bureau will 
seek to bring conventions here, and the 
Foreign Trade Bureau to extend the city’s 
export trade. The Publicity Bureau will 
oe the general objects of the associa- 

tion 

It has been decided to increase the 
membership of the association from 1,400 
to 3,000, and. eventually 5,000. Last week 
it appeared before. the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission in support of the abo- 
lition of freight rate differentials against 
the city, and this week will take part ix 
the investigatign of express companies, 


TO EQUIP BIG POWER PLANT. 


Westinghouse Company Gets Contract 
for Los Angeles Aqueduct Station.

PITTSBURGH, Penn.,. Jan. . 28.—The 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Company has received the contract Yor 
the electrical machinery of the. municipal 
power house and sub-station at Los 


Angeles. A special bond issue of $357,000 
has been passed to pay for the plant.’ It 
will be used in connection .with the 250- 
mile aqueduct from the mountains to 
Los« Angeles. 

The power plant will have three 13,500 
horse power generators, or 40,500 horse 
Ppewer, cen 4,200 horse power trans- 
formers for raising the generated yoltage- 
from 6,600 volts. to 60,000 volts and trans- 
miting it to the city proper, and nine 6,700 
horse power transformers for reducing the 
voltage at the consuming end to commer- 
cial current. 

The generators are to be operated by 
water wheels and will be among the 
largest in the world. The East Pittsburgh 
shops, are under a penalty of several 
hundred doHars a ‘day for failure to de- 
liver the machirery in the specified time, 
and will begin shipping it on Aug. 1, and 
~|tomplete the delivery early>in November.

ed out that, in alddition to the de- 
and 
mahufactures which the raflroad was 
hauling, the company had to contend 
with the continued reduction of rates 
and the high cost of labor. ‘These are 
factors the influence of which has been 
much discussed in railroad circles for 
many months, but when referred to 
afresh in connection with a reduction 
in dividend by @ road which had paid 
7 per cent. to its stockholders without 
interruption for a period of ten years 
these facts naturally are given greater 
effect as a market influence. It must 
be noted, however, in order not to lay 
too great importanc®é upon the St. Paul 
dividend reduction as an indication of 
the prospects for other railroad divi- 
dends, that special conditions apply in 
the St. Paul case which are not effect- 
lve in the case of most other roads. 
The Denver & Rio Grande is now pass- 
ing through an experience similar to 
St. Paul’s and, in some respects, for 
the same causes. Both of these roads 
committed themselves to the construc- 
tion of extensions to the Pacific Coast, 


velop normal traffic before the rail- 
roads which are responsible for them 
were confronted with the same general 
unfavorable conditions which have 
caused reductions in railroad net earn- 
ings in the country at-large. After 
making due allowance for this particu- 
lar feature of St. Paul's position, it still 
remains true, however, that the neces- 
sity which confronted it of reducing 
its dividend supplies very definite il- 
lustration of the tendency of the fac- 
tors which have been at work during 
recent months.

age decrease of $18 a mile in the oper- 
ating revenues of the railroads, with a 
decrease of only $2.in operating ex- 
penses, and an increase of $5 in taxes, 
with the result that operating income 
was $21 a mile smaller than for the 
same month of the previous year.

HUNT MORGAN BURGLARS. 


Men Who Invaded J. Plerpont, Jr's, 
House Got Only $500 Loot. 


Under the direction of: Second Deputy 
Commissioner. Dougherty and Inspector 
Hughes detectives are hunting burglars 
who broke into the house of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Jr., at 231 Madison Avenue, 
early Friday morning and robbed it of 
about $500 worth of jewelry and other 
valuables. . : 

Mr. Morgan’s house is at the southeast 
corner of Thirty-seventh Street and Madi- 
son .Avenue.. Next door to it is the 
house of his father, and the two° houses, 
with the Morgan Library, occupy an open 
lot -of ground whic extends from 

hirty-seventh Street to Thirty-sixth 
Street. It is believed by the police that 
the. intruders jumped. the iron fence of 
the elder Mr. Morgan’s property in 
Thirty-sixth Street and made their way 
to the rear yard of the ho of his son, 
where the police declare they found foot- 
marks. 





These marks showed that more than 
one man had a part in the job. The 
basement windows of the house are all 
heavily grated. The men}? however, were 
able to get in through a small window. 
Once inside of the house they worked 
noiselessly and quickly. They did not 
make an attempt to enter the rooms 
where Mr. Morgan and his family were 
sleeping, but were content with what they 
were able to pick up in the vacant rooms. 
The police are certain that the value of 
the things taken will not exceed $500. 

The police are puzzled because the in- 
truders succeeded in eluding the vigilance 
of the two watchmen who are employed 
to look after the Morgan property. There 
fs a stationary post at Thirty-seventh 
Street and Madison Avenue. 

The police are going through the pawn 
shops and fences in the city, but have 
not yet succeeded in recovering any of 
the stolen property. Among the missing 
property, it is said, is a gold watch, a 
gift.to Mr. Morgan from his father, and 
an emblem of the Order of the Garter. 


BATTLE IN A BOYS’ HOME. 


Cups and Plates the Missiles In War at 
Catholic Protectory.

SLAIN MAN. HAD’ SUBPOENA 


To Appear In Court Today Against 
One Suspect—Slayer © Wounds 
Pedestrian In Escaping. 


Leuis Blumenthal, a boss blacksmith, 
whose. horseshoeing establishment is 
down on Rutgers Slip, was standing in 
the office of Harris Whitkin's livery stable, 
at 1235 Division Street, after supper last 
evening talking quietly with Mr. Whitkin 
and his son. As they stood there a short, 
stockily built, swarthy man, with. his cap 
pulled down over his éyes, entered. The 
stranger was holding a pistol in his 
hands, and he covered the three as he 
looked them over coolly and selected his 
man, , 

Then. he. stepped. forward, wifhin a 
foot of the railing behind which the 
three men stood, and took deliberate 
aim. He fired twice, and the blacksmith 
fell dead, with two bullet wounds in his 
right breast. The two Whitkins bent over 
him, and as they'did so the stranger, 
still. covering them with his revolver, 
backed out of the office and closed the 
door, and sped away along Division Street 
to Canal, and up Ludlow Street. One 
man stumbled into his path and was 
shot in the elbow by the short, swarthy 
stranger; who then dropped out of sight. 

At the time he was killed Blumenthal 
had in his pocket a subpoena to appear 
as a@ witness this morning before Judge 
Mulqueen, in General Sessions, where, the 


police said last. night, Charies Zitusky is 
to go on trial for attempted extortion. 
Blumenthal was the principal witness 
for the péople. The police see in his 
murder the iatest chapter in the stpry 
of their attempt to clean out the horse- 
poisoning gang from the lower east side. 

The murder last night dovetails, as the 
Police see it, with many events of the 
past few years. Whitkin and Blumenthal 
are friends and the trouble began that 
way. Three years ago, Whitkin’s livery 
stable was burned to the ground and 
ever since he has been beset with threat- 
ening letters from the horse poisoning 
gang who fasten on the owners of horses 
as the Black Hand fraternity’ fasten 
on the helpless Italians who have money. 

Whitkin made a determined resistance 
refusing all demands for money, an 
lending his efforts tothe police in.their 
work of closing in“upon the poisoners. In 
this stand he was. constantly backed by 
Blumenthal, whose prominence in his sup- 
port soon became known. . 

In time he, too, began to receive threat- 
ening letters, with .demands for money 
and demands that he keep his hands off 
Whitkin and his affairs. Several weeks 
ago Blumenthal went to the police with 
a story that a man. had actually calied 
upon him &nd made a personal demand 
for $800, which was flatly refused. On 
Dec. 19 Blumenthal’s house at 202 Henry 
Street was visited with a bomb. explo- 
sion that shattered the place and filled 
him with a terror of his life that was 
with him until the moment he was shot 
down. He did not take a house of his 
own again, but made his home with his 
sister in Madison Street. 

Shortly after he reported to the police 
the story of the demand for $300, three 
detectivés from Headquarters picked up 
@ man on Canal Street whom Blumenthal 
was ready to identify as the man who 
had visited him. he man arrested was 
Zitusky, and it is he who was to have 
been tried this morning in General Ses- 
sions. He has been in the Tombs ever 
since his arraignment before the Magis- 
trate, who held him in $2,000 bail. 

The police's only description of the 
murderer of last evening was the scanty 
one furnished by the two Whitkins, for 
this was not yg > oreo by any who saw 
him race away through the dark streets. 
It was in front of 6 Ludlow Street that 
he ran afoul of Abraham Rosenschweig, 
the barber, whose shop is at that ad- 
dress.
